$1,411.

The five-tenths of a mill is equal 
to 5 cents on the one-hundred dol­ 
lars.

“There has never been such a cond! 
tion. 
It means that the protracted 
warm weather, coupled with the mon­ 
ey stringency, has caused people t 
postpone buying. 
The situation is a 
grave one and is viewed with appre 
hension by all who are familiar with 
the caprices of the coal trade. 
There 
will be a wild scramble with the first 
cold wave, a congestion on the rail 
roads and at the miner, and great suf­ 
fering through the country. It will Ik 
impossible to get coal to the people 
when they need it, and there is none 
in storage.”

Dispatches from 
Constantinople say that there has been 
a large exodus of Italians in conse­ 
quence of the intimation of the porte 
that they would be held as hostages in 
case of hostility. 


London, Sept. 27.—News of Italy’s 
warlike preparations is withheld and

censored,

say,

misinterpret. I 
as 
meaning imminent action, which is not 
contemplated, since an amicable solu­ 
tion is hoped for. 
Italy will not intervene unless the 
lives of her subjects are threatened. 
The preparations are said to be mere 
precautions, the independence and ex­ 
tent of which have been unduly exag­ 
gerated by a sensational press. 
The 
attempts of anti-militarists to provoke 
'strikes at Rome and in the provinces 
have failed. 
A few laborers struck iD 
obedience to the leaders. The govern­ 
m ent’s ' prohibition 
of the open-air 
meetings of 400 anarchists and Social­ 
ists is of little importance. 
The ma­ 
jority of the newspapers deplore and 
ridicule the unpatriotic attempts of 
the anti-militarists. 
Italy's note to Turkey, according to 
best information, demands the guar­ 
antees of the porte against the recur­ 
rence of the events complained of; 
that is, the threats against Italian res­ 
idents, the boycott of Italian goods 
and such like. 
Such guarantees, it 
may safely be credited, w’ould, in the 
intention of the Italian government, 
consist in the establishment of some 
kind of Italian protectorate, possibly 
with the maintenance of Turkish su­ 
zerainty. The idea that Italy is draw­ 
ing back does not seem to be enter­ 
tained anywhere, but there is a dis­ 
position to believe that* she will recog­ 
nize the inevitable and come to terms.

Ketcham to the firm is said to be $31,- 
051.09. This money also was used for 
personal debts, according to the re­ 
port. 
Two former officers of the firm, 
Frank J. Vinson and Harry B. Holli­ 
day, are under charges of embezzling 
money from the funds of the company.

Army, the Chief of the United States 


Postal Service Mapped Out an Aeri­ 


al Mail Route and, W hat is More, 


Landed the Goods Right on the Spot 


Designated. 


New York, Sept. 27.—With a bag of 
mail across his knee, the postmas­ 
ter general of the United States rose 
to an altitude of about 400 feet yester­ 
day afternoon and flew eastward, five 
miles. 
Lieutenant Milling, carrying 
two private soldiers as passengers, 
stayed in the air one hour, 54 minutes 
and 42 3-5 seconds continuously, there­ 
by breaking the world's record for car­ 
rying two passengers plus a pilot, by 
16 minutes 2 3-5 seconds. Incidentally 
one of the private soldier passengers 
is named Paul Revere. The other pas­ 
senger was Bill Ecke. 
Lieutenant Milling had busted the 
American record'and was still flying 
for the world’s record when a tall, 
youngish man, decked out in a blue 
serge suit, a gray cap and a gray face, 
climbed 
Into 
the 
Curtiss 
machine 
driven by Captain Beck of the army. 
‘ The Hon. Frank H. Hitchcock, post­ 
master general of the whole United 
States,” 
the 
megaphone 
began 
to 
holler, “will now fly to Minealo with 
Captain Beck to deliver the mail. Mr. 
Hitchcock of the United States will 
carry the mailbag on his knees and 
drop the bag at Minealo into a circle 
In wBJch will be the postmaster gen­ 
eral cf—I mean the postmaster of Min­ 
ealo. 
Ladies and gents, Postmaster 
General Hitchcock.” 
Much applause. 
Postoffice Inspector Doyle handed 
the postmaster general a mailbag con­ 
taining 1,4 40 postcards and 162 letters, 
and Captain Beck and the postmaster 
general hiked off in a northerly direc­ 
tion tor the high spots. 
‘ Stick right on the job, reporters,” 
called the megaphone man hopefully 
as the applause that mingled with the 
first roar of Captain Beck’s engine had 
died away. *‘Jn\a wind like this mebbe 
something’ll happen. Stick around.” 
The Curtiss circled three-quarters of 
the field and then climbed rapidly un­ 
til it was 30.6 or 400 feet above the 
south end of the track. Ovington, who 
had also got under way with a second 
bag of mail in his monoplane, shot up 
into the sky occupied by Captain Beck 
and Mr. Hitchcock, and shot eastward 
as a track finder for Captain Beck’s 
biplane. 
The army man's machine 
was trailing smoke behind it. but 'not 
a cop tried to make an arrest. 
The field could 
see the two ma­ 
chines almost all the time during the 
cross country flight. The way the bi­ 
plane with a passenger pegged along 
just behind the monoplane, with only 
a pilot aboard, was a caution. Over a 
big white circle painted on the Mine­ 
ola real estate, Ovington from his 
monoplane and the postmaster gen­ 
eral 
from 
Captain Beck’s machine 
plumped down to Mineola the two 
pouches and hit within the circle in 
each 
case. 
The 
biplane 
teetered 
slightly as the mailbag was released, 
and then the two machines made a 1 
circle and spun back to where the 
crowd stood on tiptoe peering over 
fences at Nassau boulevard. 
“Just stick around—they ain’t right 
here on the ground yet,” went on the 
megaphone man, still hopefully pessi­ 
mistic. 
But he was wrong. 
The ma­ 
chines got back safely. 
‘‘I was up once before,” the post­ 
master general 
said 
after he had 
shaken hands with all around upon his 
return to earth. 
“That was at Balti­ 
more with Count DeLesseps in his 
Bleriot. 
Fly again? 
I hope so, be­ 
cause I 
like 
the 
experience 
very 
much.”

TRYING TO GET AT 


GAUSE GF DISASTER 


Erosion On French Vessel Is 


Still a Mystery. 


Paris, Sept. 27.—In some quarters 
the 
Liberte 
disaster 
is 
attributed 
to a fire which originated in the 
paint and oil shop aboard the battle­ 
ship and thence spread to the powder 
magazines, which the crew were una­ 
ble to flood in time, owing to the de­ 
fective working of the flooding appara­ 
tus, which, however, was in working 
order ten minutes before. 
The inquest which is being held is 
trying to establish whether fire caused 
the explosion or spontaneous deflagra­ 
tion of “B” powder caused the fire, 
which spread. 
A story told by Cavaro De Kerforre, 
who was the purser of the Liberte, 
confirms the theory of deflagration. 
He was asleep in his cabin and was 
awakened by a rumbling sound twenty 
minutes before the final explosion. Ile 
dressed hurriedly and left his cabin. 
The passageway was thick with smoke 
characteristic of “B” powder, and, 
thinking that the ship had been aban­ 
doned, he returned to his cabin and 
jumped overboard through a port as 
the smoke was too thick for him to go 
through the passageway, 
As he was 
swimming away he heard the fire bu­ 
gle call and swam back to the vessel, 
taking charge of his division of the 
fire fighters until the final explosion 
threw him overboard. 
The Liberte is now a mass of twist­ 
ed iron, upon which 200 sailors are at 
work cutting away the armor plate. 
The bridge of the battleship is still in 
place, and from the bridge the officers 
direct the work of salvage. 
A live 
sailor was found in the after turret 
twenty-four hours after the explosion.
